E.— The sum to be deposited for Survey, &c., will be calculated at the rate of 6 annas 
an acre for Grants estimated at Jess than 1,000 acres in area, and at the rate of 4 annas 
for larger Grants. The sums s0 calculated will be taken in full payment of the expense of 
actually surveying the lands; but the cost of clearing the boundaries, which will be estimated 
by the Collector, is to be deposited in addition to the Survey expenscs calculated as above.” 

8. New Rule to be substituted for Rule 7. 

7.—* The day of Sale under Section I., Act XXIII. of 1863, must not be less than three 
months after the issue of the notice. Collectors will on no account, except under special 
instructions from the Board, fix a later date than the first monthly sale day, after the expira- 
tion of the third month from the issue of the notice.”

Statement or Onsects anp Reasons. 


Tux object of this Bill is to introduce into the 
English Low of Trusts, as spplicd in India, most of 
the improvements which have been introduced into 
the corresponding province of Law in England. The 
Bill consolidates a variety of provisions taken from 
English Acts, and applies them to the circumstances 
of India. 


‘As Europeans, holding property in India under 
English Law, are dieplaying an inoreasing tendency 
to hold it as a permanent investment, certain tech- 
nical difficulties, occasioned by the English Law of 
‘Trust and Mortgage, are likely to. occur with corre- 
sponding frequenoy, These difficulties the Bill is in- 
tended either to mitigate or to remove.

Hence a Trustee may sometimes be a 
lunatic, or a minor, or a married woman, and will 
therefore be ineupable of acting; or, he may have 
ceased tu be within the jurisdiction of the only Court 
competent to cnfurce the ‘Trust ; or he may be undis- 
coverablo ; or he may wilfully refuse to discharge his 
duties. Yu all such cases, whether the Trustee be a 
sole Trustes or one of » number, the greatest possible 
inconvenience will probably result. to the persons 
beneficially interested, The Bill takes in almost all 
conceivable contingencies in which a Trustee cannot, 
or will not fulfil the duties ofa Trust, and enables 
the High Court to act. or to provide others with the 
means of acting in his absence. 


Under the English Law of Mortgage, a somewhat 
similar description of ineonvenienee oceusionally arises. 
The representative of a Mortgagoo may have a morely 
formal interest in the property mortgaged, and yet 
it may be impossible to deal with it effectually with. 
out his concurrence. Tho Bill provides the means of 
obtaining or dispensing with this concurrence in eases 
where the Mortgagev is unable or unwilling to give ib, 


A formerTrustee Act, XI Geo. TV and 1 Will, IV 
ch, 60, is in forev in thin country, huving been exe 
tonded to India by Act XXIV of 1841, and to the 
Straits Settlement by Act XIV of 1852.

NOTIFICATION. 


Unpre the provisions of Act XXI. of 1836, and in superscssion of the Notification of the 
Government of India, No. 848 of the 30th April 1861, and published in the Culeuita Gazette of tho 
4th May 1861, the President in Council sanctions the undermentioned ‘alterations in the limits 
of Ziltahs Jessore, Nuddea, 24-Pergunnahs, Rajshahye, Moorshedabad, and Backergunge, and 
declares the following to be the boundaries of the Zillahs of Jessore, Nuddes, and '24-Pergunnabs, as 
regards their Civil, Criminal, and Revenna Jurisdictions :— * > 

The Northern boundary of the Zillah.of Nuddea from the Hooghly or Bhagirutiee River shall 
Le a line passing along the Southern boundaries of the following ‘Villages, viz., Bidooparrah Chuck, 
Lokenathpopr, Aikdala, Shibnuggur, Nazirpoor, Audoolbarseah, Dacatiahpottah, and Ballee, (all of 
which Villages, togéther with those North of them and as enumerated in annexed list marked (A) 
belonging to Zillah Nuddea, are transferred to District-Moorshedabad,) again, up {i River Jellinghee 
to its junction with the Ganges, North of the Village of Oodoynuggur, thence glong the right bank 
of the Rivers Ganges and Goraie to Guneshpoor on the latter River. (All Villagds of District Pubna, 
Zillah Rajshahye, lying on the right bank of the Ganges :aftd Goraie Rivers, aré transferred to the 
Zillahs of Nuddea and Jessore respectively,as per lists annexed marked B, and C. respectively.) 

The common Loundary between the Nuddea and Jessore Zillahs shall be (starting from the last

Nors.—All Villages hitherto belonging to Jessore Zillah, West of the above line, are transferred to 
the Nuddea Zillah, and all of Nuddea, Kast of it, are transferred to Jessore as per lists marked D. and 
UL. respectively.
